In response to the Office Action, dated July 17, 2002, please consider the following remarks. 



REMARKS 

The above-referenced patent application has been reviewed in light of the Office Action, dated 
July 17, 2002, in which: claims 13-15, 18 and 19 are rejected under 35 USC 102(b) as being 
unpatentable over Tran et al. (hereinafter "Tran"); claims 16 and 17 are rejected under 35 USC 103 as 
being unpatentable over Tran; and claim 20 is reject as being unpatentable under 35 USC 103 as being 
unpatentable over Tran in view of Farwell. Reconsideration of the above-referenced patent application in 
view of the following remarks is respectfiiUy requested. 

Claims 13-20 are pending. No claims have been cancelled, amended, or added. It is noted that 
the other claims in the application as originally filed are being pursued in separate related applications. 
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The Examiner has rejected claims 13-15, 18 and 19 under 35 USC 102 as being unpatentable 
over Tran. This rejection by the Examiner of these claims is respectfully traversed. 

It is noted that Tran fails to teach, disclose, suggest or describe diffusion regions having partially 
overlying polysilicon landings to form N and P type transistors . The Examiner points to FIG. 7 of 
Tran. Note that this aspect of the embodiment of the above-referenced application is discussed on page 7 
and shown in FIG. 1. In Tran, a polysilicon landing does not form N and P transistors, as called for 
in the rejected claims. Therefore, the rejected claims are not anticipated, as indicated by the Examiner. 

The Examiner has also rejected claims 16 and 17 under 35 USC 103 under Tran. This rejection 
is also traversed. Again, Tran neither teaches, discloses, suggests or describes diffusion regions having 
partially overlying polysilicon landings to form N and P type transistors. Likewise, the Examiner has 
provided no motivation to modify the teachings of Tran. 

The Examiner has also rejected claim 20 under 103 on Tran in view of Farwell. However, 
Farwell fails to cure the deficiencies of Tran. Furthermore, the Examiner has provided no motivation for 
the combination. 
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CONCLUSION 

In view of the foregoing, it is respectfully asserted that all of the claims pending in this patent 
apphcation are in condition for allowance.
